of your Charge; cunningly paſs'd 
over the more weighty ; and now 
and then intermix'd, with the moſt 
cogent Imprecations, a ſolemn Diſ- 
owning of thoſe very Obnoxious 
Points which you principally aim'd 
at! 

Thus You reap the moſt exquiſite
